Gail Shovlin's daughter, Sophie Bozzo, is a 
student in Jennifer Aarsheim's first grade class. For 
Veteran's Day, Shovlin encouraged her daughter to make 
a card for a family member who served in Vietnam as a 
way to thank him for his service. 

"And it brought a tear to his eye,'' said Shovlin. 
"And I said, 'we could do a lot more of that.'" 

Thanksgiving, said Shovlin, is the perfect time to 
show gratitude for the service and sacrifice of veterans 
and the troops serving abroad. Making cards and writing 
notes of thanks seemed like a great idea to Shovlin, who 
shared her idea with Aarsheim as an activity in which the 
entire class could participate. 

"I thought it was a wonderful idea," said 
Aarsheim. "To give thanks . . . For the little kids to 
understand that, I think is important." 

Shovlin and Aarsheim asked students' parents to 
donate snacks, toiletries, and other useful items to create 
care packages to send along with the thank you cards. 
Shovlin said the response was great indeed. She decided 
she would attempt to locate some local soldiers to whom 
she could address the cards and the care packages to bring 
the project a little closer to home for the students and the 
recipients.

"And Jenn [Aarsheim] was able to find a friend 
whose son just came back from Afghanistan," said 
Shovlin. He was able to provide a name of a fellow soldier 
and friend who was still serving there. 

Thanksgiving, said Shovlin, is a time of year 
when one is reminded to give thanks, which makes the 
thank you letters and care packages more meaningful in 
general. 

"We're using this as a way to thank, as opposed 
to consumerism," said Shovlin. "And kids like making 
cards, so this is good." 

First-grader Emily Brzezinski drew a large card 
with hearts, sunshine, and a picture of herself, smiling, 
standing upon green grass. Her card read, "Thank you for 
ceping are cunchere [sic] safe." 

Blake Moreau was enthusiastically penning his 
message to Koch, writing, "Thank you for serving our 
country..." 

"Thank you for being brave and protecting our 
country," wrote Sasha V, signing it with love. 

After finishing their cards and gathering the 
contents for the care packages, the students joined 
together to feast on some Thanksgiving treats, such as 
nuts, raisins, fruits, and of course, brightly covered turkey 
cupcakes.

his exceptional work in providing the public with clean 
drinking water. 

Chairman Paul Silva read the letter from the 
Massachusetts Department of Environmental Protection 
that noted Nicholson's exceptional efforts in preserving a 
safe drinking water supply for the town that exceeded the 
state's standards and secured top scores for Mattapoisett. 
Nicholson also received a citation from Governor 
Deval Patrick that further acknowledged Nicholson's 
accomplishments in this area.

closure and associated Tinkham Pond culvert disaster 

Denham said that all temporary repair options 
were impossible, given that the state required them to 
be fully engineered and designed. He told the board that 
the winter season would impair working in the elements, 
and in the end, the only reasonable course of action was a 
complete repair in the spring. 

He expressed compassion for those who are now 
forced to use a detour but said, "We knew we had to do 
[work on the culvert], but didn't think it was as bad as it 
really was ... it had gone too far'' 

Only after an underwater survey of the area by 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation was 
completed did the full extent of the culvert collapse 
become an emergency. 

Silva said there was money in the budget for 
some of the repair work that will be started in spring 2015 
and Denham added that Chapter 90 monies would also be 
available. 

On the topic of tree trimming on private roads, 
Denham wanted to remind the public that the Town is not 
responsible for trimming trees on private roadways. 

Earlier in the evening, the selectmen, along 
with Mattapoisett School Committee Chairman Jim 
Higgins and Town Moderator John Eckland, interviewed 
prospective Finance Committee member, Marie Bacon. 

Bacon has participated on other boards and 
committees in the past and was now stepping forward to 
help on FinCom. When asked about her qualifications, she 
said has an MBA and handles budgets for the health care 
facility where she is employed. 

The board moved to appoint Bacon. 

And in the category of "weTl have a tree lighting 
if we can find a tree," Denham and Secretary to the Board 
of Selectmen Melody Pacheco are trying to find a tree for 
Shipyard Park. They urged the public to come forward if 
they have a tree to donate. If a tree is secured in time, the 
annual tree lighting will be held on Saturday, December 
13 from 3:00 to 5:00 pm. 

The winter farmer's market will be held on 
Saturday, December 13 in the ORRJHS gym between 10:00 
am and 1:00 pm. Santa and Mrs. Claus are expected to

Marathon Hearing for Angry Abutters 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

The evening of November 20 started out tame 
enough, but once the continuance of issues resulting from 
a conflict between James Henderson and several abutters 
resumed, the hearing seemed as difficult to untangle as 
balled-up fishing lines. 

During a prior Mattapoisett Zoning Board of 
Appeals hearing, James Henderson, 16 Bay View, asserted 
he had a verbal contract with Scott Snow - the developer 
of three adjacent lots - that would have protected him 
from harm when Snow and his partners undertook 
construction. 

But that was years ago. 

Since that time, Henderson and Snow have been 
at loggerheads on several matters, resulting in Henderson 
coming before the ZBA to air grievances and to try to get 
the Town to act on his behalf. 

As far back as 2007, Snow and Henderson 
met to discuss the work Snow proposed to do on the 
Grandview lots - work that would include building a sea 
wall and bringing in fill to elevate the lots to meet FEMA 
requirements for residential housing in a flood zone. A 
building permit was issued to Snow, and Henderson did 
not object. 

Henderson asserted, and Snow confirmed, that 
specific drainage work, which would have assured that 
the construction nearby would not have a negative 
impact on his parcel, was to have been completed on the 
Henderson property. That work was never completed. 

Snow says it is because Henderson would not 
allow his team on the premises to do the necessary

construction. Henderson says it is because Snow breached 
verbal agreements by not doing the work as planned and 
permitted by the Town. 

Henderson contended that he never received 
notification from the Town of Snow's permit to build a 
home and, that being the case, he was within his right to 
ask the ZBA to hear his after-the-fact concerns. 

Attorney Stanford Matathia, representing 
Henderson, Attorney Shepard Johnson, representing 
Snow, and Mattapoisett's Town Counsel Jonathan 
Silverstein were all in attendance to provide clarity on the 
issues as viewed by their respective clients. 

Matathia provided evidence centered around 
stormwater runoff onto the Henderson property and

lots by Snow. In addition, he noted that the building 
inspector had not pursued a zoning enforcement against 
Snow because the home Snow built, asserted Henderson, 
was larger than the home that was permitted. 

Furthermore, Matathia said a variance, rather 
than a special permit, for the fill and building of a sea 
wall should have been necessary and there was a lack of 
proper notification to Henderson. 

Matathia also attempted to show that a merger 
of lots had been granted by the ZBA in order for the 
residence to meet certain zoning requirements at the time 
the permit was applied for, and therefore, the building 
inspector had incorrectly identified one of the three lots as

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can I do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis 
and then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your 
veterinarian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal 
parasites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet.

buildable. 

Johnson gave evidence that Snow made 
numerous attempts over the years to try and satisfy 
Henderson to complete promised land contouring work 
on his property - all to no avail. He also said that the 
house constructed not only complied with the permit, but 
that Town departments had signed off on the structure. 

As for the contaminated fill, Johnson said there 
was a question as to whether the soils were of poor 
quality when transported to the site, or if demolished 
structures at the site had fouled the surrounding area. 

Johnson also said the Town had never 
approached his client about subsequent remediation 
requiring the removal of asbestos from ditches dug by the 
Water and Sewer Department during the installation of 
sewer systems. He also gave evidence that the lots were 
individually owned and had not been merged. 

ZBA Chairman Susan Akin, along with 
ZBA members Norman Lyonnais, Ken Pacheco and 
Eugene DesLanders, waded through permits, plans, 
photographic evidence, and nearly two and a half hours 
of verbal testimony from all three lawyers present. 

Several times throughout the proceedings, the 
ZBA members seemed overwhelmed by the sheer volume 
of information that was being presented while pondering 
aloud their jurisdictional duties. 

"We do buildings,'' stated Akin at one point. 
''That's what we do." She said this in response to facing 
the volume of details of stormwater runoff, wave action.

and poor drainage problems. 

Lyonnaise, who was visibly frustrated, stated, 
"After [an application] leaves us, we go home to our 
families!'' 

But Matathia pointed out to the board members 
that their role was not only to grant special permits and 
variances, but to act in the role of the appellate body to 
enforce the permits and variances they grant. Akin turned 
to Silver stein for guidance. 

Silverstein advised the ZBA to take each matter 
being raised one by one, and make a decision on each, 
because it was clear to him that Henderson and Snow, 
et al. would be heading to court. If that should come to 
pass, Silverstein said, the ZBA should have decisions that 
would be reflected in documents presented by each side 
to a judge. 

And so they did. 

To the issue of Henderson's after-the-fact appeal, 
the ZBA voted that the time had passed and therefore he 
could not pursue a cease-and-desist order against Snow 
through them; his appeal was untimely, they said. 

To the matter of a special permit versus a 
variance, the board agreed that a variance was not 
necessary because fill and the construction of a sea wall 
were on the plans that had been approved, negating the 
need for the applicant to request a variance. 

The ZBA members were in agreement with the 
building inspector that a zoning enforcement was not 
appropriate and that the house constructed had met the 
plans submitted. 

The board also believed that no merger of lots had 
been requested or granted at the time the building permit 
was granted. 

Earlier in the evening, the ZBA quickly heard and 
approved: Special Permit to Ed Calder, 406 Church Street, 
for the construction of an addition; Special Permit to 
James McQuade, 0 Harbor Road, for the construction of a 
single-family dwelling; and Special Permit to Peter Noyer, 
94 Marion Road, for the construction of an apartment over 
an existing garage. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals is planned for December 18 at 6:00 pm.

Board Reaching Out for Residents' Input 

Marion Planning Board Master Plan Subcommittee

Whether you are concerned about zoning bylaws, 
preserving the character of the town, open space, or 
natural and historical resources, the Marion Planning 
Board Master Plan Subcommittee needs your input on 
what to prioritize for the next ten years. It wants to know 
how you envision the Town of Marion so it can develop a 
2015 Master Plan to bring Marion forward into the future. 

Two subcommittee members and one Planning 
Board member tossed around some ideas for reaching 
out to the townspeople for their participation in the 
Master Plan development during a midday November 20 
meeting. 

Post cards, surveys mailed with tax bills, and 
media advertising - the subcommittee will look toward 
anything to grab the public's attention and interest them 
in attending Master Plan workshops with the Planning 
Board and engage them in conversation about their town. 

"This is the only way you're going to get people 
to buy into your master plan ... To get everybody's 
input," said Planning Board member Eileen Marum 
to fellow board members Rico Ferrari and Norman 
Hills during a discussion that focused on organizing 
workshops to engage the public in the Master Plan 
conversation. 

One idea was to divide the town into several 
sections and invite them to attend Master Plan meetings 
to address the concerns of each part of town. 

"The more input we get, the better it is," said 
Ferrari. "If nobody shows up. . ." Well, at least they had 
the experience of trying, added Ferrari. 

One of the functions of the subcommittee is to 
attempt to draft a bylaw to place restrictions on formula 
businesses - business establishments under common 
control or franchises - to preserve the character of the 
town. 

There is already one citizen petition spearheaded 
by former Planning Board member, and Master Plan 
Subcommittee member not in attendance that day, 
Ted North.

November 17 that the bylaw proposed in the citizen 
petition was not going address all the issues a robust 
bylaw would require. 

The Planning Board could consider refraining 
from recommending the bylaw, or others submitted as 
citizen petitions, and instead devise its own to place 
as an article at the Annual Town Meeting in May Hills 
commented that the board could take North's, as well 
as a tentative citizen petition Marum herself considered 
submitting, and use the best ideas from each to craft one 
bylaw.

Town Call conference room during the November 24 
meeting of the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission. 
They had come to hear Highway Superintendent Barry 
Denham and Robert Field of Field Engineering give an 
update on the plans for repairs to Acushnet Road and the 
culvert. What they heard did not make them feel thankful 
or jolly. 

Denham reiterated information he had previously 
shared with the Planning Board (see the November 13 
issue of The Wanderer), details that included the disastrous 
condition of the culvert and headwalls that support the 
roadway. 

The Massachusetts Department of Transportation 
regulations require that even temporary repair work 
had to include guardrails and handrails, and the need 
for concrete curing that would not be feasible given the 
advancing winter season and closure of asphalt plants. 

Field said that they are awaiting the final Chapter 
85 review and report from the DOT, and once that was 
in hand, they would have a better idea of construction 
timing. 

But no matter how the information was sliced, it 
all came down to a June 2015 reopening if all goes well. 

Those in attendance wanted to vent their 
displeasure on Denham. Linda Francis of 5 Bridle Path 
angrily asked, ''Why didn't we do something before it 
got this bad . . . what about the safety of people. ..\" She 
cited that Fairhaven' s Fire Department covers that section

of Acushnet Road during a fire incident but now their 
services, if used at all, will be severely delayed. 

Chairman Bob Rogers cautioned the crowd not to 
heap their frustration on Denham saying, "Barry is trying 
to do the best he can ... no one likes the situation.'' 

Denham described his efforts at trying to come up 
with a viable temporary fix so that the road could reopen 
before the spring construction season, at which time 
the complete repair could be done. However, the State's 
mandates made even the simplest plan impossible. 

"The cleanest thing to do," said Denham, "is 
get the culvert cleaned up and repair the road," versus 
a temporary plan and then closing the road again at a 
future date. 

Residents voiced their dismay, saying it was 
costing them extra time and money spent on extra gas 
with the detour that is now in place. 

"We know we'll be waiting for the next 
construction season," stated Denham. That brought a 
collective groan from those who had hoped for something 
more positive. 

Denham proposes to deploy the Highway 
Department to the site and begin the excavation work on 
the roadway and culvert area in advance of the spring 
repair. He said it would save the Town money by using its 
own employees instead of subcontracting out the entire 
job. 

Conservation Commission member Mike King 
suggested that residents contact Representative William 
Strauss, who sits on the Transportation Committee, as a 
means to try and get some relief sooner rather than later, 
or at the very least channel their concerns. 

In the meantime. Field and Denham will continue 
to await the final design plan from the DOT. Once that 
is in hand, Rogers told them to return with a Notice of 
Intent application. 

Also on the evening's agenda was a meeting with 
Daniel Eilertsen, 20 Water Street, requesting guidance on 
the inclusion of a stone wall on the easterly side of his lot 
that would have a north/ south profile. He was told to 
apply for a Request for Determination Applicability.

came before the commission with updated information 
on the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection mandate that stormwater runoff be calculated 
to newer standards than originally done at the time of 
their application.

Throughout her career, Cabral has taught a wide 
variety of science subjects. 

"Fve taught so many different things, including 
Biology, but mostly Fve taught Human Anatomy and 
Physiology/' During all three of her teaching jobs, Cabral 
has taught that subject. 

"As much as I love teaching, it was time to 
give a younger teacher the opportunity'' said Cabral 
about retiring. She expressed a desire to travel with her 
husband, and said they have already planned trips to 
Mexico and California, as well as a cruise. 

However, Cabral is not closing the door on 
working entirely.

This covered 
all areas of the school and at the end of the day, students 
shared the different proposals that they came up with 
during their smaller sessions. 

DaSilva called this sharing period "the best part 
of the day" because he was blown away by "the volume 
of what they came up with." 

During the brainstorming period, faculty left 
students to develop their own proposals. Student ideas 
ranged from an international cafe, to sharing global news, 
to a student athletic committee, and to improve school 
spirit and team dynamics.

"The community met and exceeded what our 
expectations were," said DaSilva of the success of this 
year's symposium.

The Theory of Everything. Starring Eddie Redmayne and 
Felicity Jones. Directed by James Marsh. Running time: 
122 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Pop culture has its way of gentling great minds 
for the masses. To paraphrase Us magazine's popular and 
frequently mocked feature: ''Scientists ~ they're just like us!" 
Those eggheads want, lust, love, and consume the same as 
any regular jerk. I imagine it's one of the secrets of The Big 
Bang Theory's success: the characters may look to the stars, 
and even escape to them at times, but mostly they're mired 
in grungy physical Earth. The nice thing about The Theory of 
Everything, which serves up a touching account of the love 
life of Stephen Hawking, is that Hawking' s cosmological 
curiosity seems to issue from the same place that likes booze 
and girls. We meet him, after all, as a gawky college student 
encountering his future wife Jane for the first time. Soon 
enough. Hawking will be as grounded as a human can be. 

As Hawking, Eddie Redmayne stubbornly refuses 
to solicit our pity even as Hawking' s affliction, a motor 
neuron disease, erases his ability to walk and then to talk. 
Redmayne conveys some of the horror of a mind that faces 
being closed off from communication. But mainly he is 
astringent and witty, a brain too active to be distracted by 
mundane physicality for very long, because he has bigger 
fish to fry ~ you know, time and the origins of the universe. 
Redmayne' s skill at replicating the ravages of Hawking' s 
illness may threaten to overshadow Felicity Jones' delicate 
work as Jane, but it shouldn't; for a while, based as it is on 
the actual Jane's memoir, the movie becomes about Jane and 
her inner life, and Jones puts across why Jane was drawn to 
Hawking' s intellectual gaeity and the toll his illness took on 
her despite her love. 

Together, Hawking and Jane dramatize the 
Cartesian split: mind and body. A bitter irony of the movie 
is that Jane, pursuing her own academic career in literature, 
becomes essentially little more than a body: producing 
three children for Hawking, whose coital ability seems 
unaffected by his disease. The film sketches in Hawking's 
relationship with his nurse, for whom he left Jane in 1995 




after thirty years of marriage, but doesn't tell us that he 
divorced the nurse, too, in 2006. The movie winds up saying 
that when you marry a scientist like Hawking, you take a 
back seat to what's in his head. It's a dynamic familiar from 
decades of absent-minded-professor entertainment, up to 
and including Sheldon and Amy on Big Bang Theory (where 
Hawking did a cameo, making Sheldon faint in shame over 
a math mistake). The Theory of Everything tries to soft-soap 
what should set it apart: the difficulties of being, and living 
with, a genius. The progressive, scene-stealing nature of 
Hawking's illness cloaks the probability that he would be 
hard to live with even if he were able-bodied. 

Still, the acting lifts the highly fictionalized story 
out of the realm of banality and bromide. Moment to 
moment, what we're watching is the effort of two people to 
make things work, and this extends to the actors' struggle 
to make the characters' struggle fresh. Redmayne sneaks 
in the interesting sense that Hawking is spiritually and 
intellectually freed by his ailment ~ that he literally becomes 
a brain in a jar, a very fragile one, and leaves the realities 
of dealing with his physicality to others. On the opposite 
end of the axis, Jones gives us a Jane who fears losing 
her mind, and though the movie short-shrifts Jane's own 
intellect except for a scene or two of her jotting down notes, 
Jones makes sure we understand what it was like to be a 
woman in the '60s, '70s and '80s, living in the shadow of 
an egghead titan who, liberal as he may have been in some 
areas, probably had no idea he was reducing his first love to 
a baby machine and unpaid nurse.
